Council to set 
airport closure 
date for Nov. 30 


Last flight. Airport 
closure to make way 
for new Blatchford 
community on the site, 
councillor says 


The last planes could be leav¬ 
ing the City Centre Airport 
this November. 

City councillors will be 
asked to recommend a final 
closure date of Nov. 30 for the 
last runway at next week’s 
council meeting. 

Coun. Kim Krushell, who 
has championed the redevel¬ 
opment of the site, said after 
pursuing the expropriation 
and finding a new home for 
medevac services it is time 


for the last flight. 

“This is just the conclu¬ 
sion of what everybody was 
expecting for a long time,” 
she said. 

Krushell said the closure 
is going to make way for the 
new Blatchford community 
on the site, which she be¬ 
lieves Edmontonians will be 
proud of. 

“When we are done, it will 
be the largest green build in 
the country and I think that 
is something to be excited 
about,” she said. 

Mark Hall, the project’s 
executive director, said if 
they want to start redevel¬ 
oping the site they need to 
start removing runways and 
taxiways. 

“Part of what we are look¬ 
ing at is probably a four- to 
six-month window of time 
that we need to begin to re¬ 
move the infrastructure,” he 


said. 

He added if that work 
takes place over the winter 
the city can start redevelop¬ 
ment early next summer. 

“That would give us a bit 
of a jump on the construc¬ 
tion season next year,” said 
Hall. 

The date starts a count¬ 
down for the Alberta Aviation 
Museum to get their surplus 
planes, including a 737, off of 
the site. 

“I have a lot of stuff to 
move and I am still trying to 
figure out where it is going 
to,” said Tom Hinderlcs, the 
museum’s executive director. 

He added he also has to 
figure out how to pay for it 
all. 

“We are a not-for-profit 
museum and we hold our 
own, but I don’t have money 
lying around for storage 
costs.”

EPS makes record 

stolen-goods bust 


An Edmonton Police officer 
has been charged in relation 
to a fatal collision in March 
2012 that killed an 84-year-old 
woman. 

The charges come fol¬ 
lowing the conclusion of a 
comprehensive investigation 
by the Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team (ASIRT). 

Clifton Purvis, executive 
director of ASIRT, revealed 
few details about the case at a 
media availability on Thursday, 
because the matter is now 
before the courts. 

He said it’s believed this is 
the first time criminal charges 
have been laid in relation to an 
EPS driving offence. 

The crash happened 
on March 8, 2012, when a 
plainclothes on-duty officer 
was travelling in an unmarked 
vehicle northbound on 75 
Street, approaching the inter¬ 
section at 76 Avenue. 

At the time, the officer was 
working with a team of inves¬ 
tigators who were conducting 
surveillance on offenders and 
was actively involved in mon¬ 
itoring an assigned individual. 

An 84-year-old woman at¬ 
tempting to make a left-hand 
turn onto 76 Avenue collided 
with the officer’s oncoming 
vehicle. 

The woman died as a result 
of the injuries she sustained, 
while the officer suffered 
serious but non life threaten¬ 
ing injuries. 

“Obviously this is a tragedy 
for everybody,” Purvis said. 

Purvis would not comment 
if the officer was speeding or 
why he is being charged. 

EPS Const. Chris Luimes has 
been charged with one count 
of dangerous driving causing 
death.

‘Looked like something 
out of Hoarders.’ After a 
long investigation, police 
find Cumberland-area 
home packed with items 
all neatly organized 


If you’ve had something stolen 
in the past five years, there’s a 
chance police may have just re¬ 
covered it. 

Following a months-long 
investigation, EPS has made its 
biggest-ever seizure of commer¬ 
cial, industrial and residential 
property from a Cumberland- 
area house. 

The home was packed with 
stolen gear dating as far back 
as 2008 — grouped in neat cat¬ 


egories throughout the home. 

“It looked like something 
out of Hoarders — all laid out 
like in a store shopping aisle,” 
said EPS Acting Staff Sergeant 
Kevin Fald. 

“The thief wasn’t fussy 
— there’s a bit of eveiything 
here.” 

Items included a wall- 
mounted bison head, a signed 
Oilers jersey, bear pelts, high- 
end watches, dirt bikes and golf 
clubs. The hundreds of individ¬ 
ual items filled four 5-tonne 
trucks and now sit in two 40- 
foot sea cans at an undisclosed 
Edmonton warehouse. 

“There will be many com¬ 
plainants who will be getting 
their stolen goods back. Police 
have already identified more 
than 50 individuals whose 
stolen items were seized,” said 


Sgt. Joe Lewis of the West Div¬ 
ision Criminal Investigation 
Section. 

Police have laid 216 charges 
against 34-year-old Jason Ray¬ 
mond Schell, which includes 
112 counts of possession of 
stolen property under $5,000. 
The investigation is ongoing, 
and EPS hasn’t ruled out more 
charges or further arrests in the 
case. 

“We’re just connecting the 
dots now,” said Fald. 

“We want to emphasize the 
importance of filing a police 
report when someone believes 
something has been stolen.” 

Anyone who may have had 
their goods stolen, or has in¬ 
formation on the case, is asked 
to cafi 780-423-4567. Items 
not claimed will be placed for 
auction, lucy haines/for metro 


Enormous effort 


• It took 20 EPS officers over 
30 hours to remove stolen 
goods from a two-storey 
Cumberland-area home, 
garage and backyard 


• Valued at over $100,000, 
the seizure included five 
palates of liquor valued at 
$35,000, $13,000 worth of 
gift cards, animal pelts and 
exercise equipment 


• Police have spent more 
than 1,100 hours on the 
seizure, which involved an 
additional eight civilian 
EPS members, three fish 
and wildlife officers, and a 
liquor and gaming official.

Death of Melinda 
Green. ‘It’s a gruelling 
thing to go through,' 
says grieving father

On Sunday, the day be¬ 
fore what would have been 
Melinda Green’s 21st birth¬ 
day, friends and family will 
gather at the Second Cup 
where she worked for more 
than six years. 

They’ll drink coffee and 
eat cake as they share stories 
and memories of the bride- 
to-be, who was killed in May 
when a Jeep lost control dur¬ 
ing a routine climbing dem¬ 
onstration at an Edmonton 
charity event. 

The open house, which 
is being hosted by Melinda’s

family and Second Cup, is a 
way for family and friends to 
celebrate the joy she brought 
to their lives for 20 years. 

“As a family, we decided 
we do want to have some sort 
of celebration, but it’s pretty 
tough to say happy birthday,” 
said father John Green. 

John said the family will 
welcome anyone who wants 
to stop by for a piece of cake. 

“We just want people to 
know that it was her birthday 
and we miss her and there’s 
a lot of people out there that 
are missing her along with 
us,” he said. 

In return, they’re ask¬ 


ing guests to bring along a 
flower, or a few. 

Melinda’s family is plan¬ 
ning to visit her grave on 
Sunday evening and blanket 
it with flowers, so on Monday 
morning — what would have 
been her 21st birthday — it 
will be covered. 

John said after his daugh¬ 
ter’s funeral, which nearly 
1,000 people attended, see¬ 
ing flowers at Melinda’s grave 
was comforting. 

Since Melinda’s death, 
her family has been calmed 
by hearing just how many 
lives she touched through 
her work at Second Cup and, 
“just being a friendly, joyful 
person,” he said. 

“The tough part is, you can 
have all that realization and 
all that beauty and still be go¬ 
ing through grueling agony 
to tiy to rebuild.... There’s no 
way to put into words how 
difficult it is,” he said. 



U of A students feel pain of scholarship review 



Already hit by programming 
cuts and bigger class sizes, 
U of A students hoping for 
scholarships this year may be 
out of luck on that score, too. 

Dustin Chelen, vice- 
president academic of the U 
of A Students’ Union, said he 
has been told the university 
won’t be awarding hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in 
continuing undergrad schol¬ 
arships this academic year, 
saying the application pro¬ 
cess is under review. 


“The veiy real, immediate 
consequence of this decision 
...is that students currently 
in their last year of studies 
will probably not be able to 
receive any of this scholar¬ 
ship funding,” said Chelen. 

“It’s already been a tough 
year — I’m surprised this is 
the time they’ve chosen to re¬ 
prioritize.” 

Periy Thorbourne, as¬ 
sistant registrar for student 
awards, said the U of A is 
working to align entrance 


and continuing scholarships 
in a way that works better at 
every level. 

“We want to minimize any 
impact on the students; those 
in their final year will still be 
able to apply for a scholar¬ 
ship, even if we award that in 
the winter,” he said. 

“We need to make a deci¬ 
sion on that by mid-October.” 

Up to 350 undergradu¬ 
ate academic and leadership 
scholarships are affected by 
the decision, lucy haines/metro

tain it for 30 years. 

“We want people who are 
willing to look deeper at the 
pros and cons of P3s and also 
make sure they don’t make 
these decisions in private,” 
said Bill Moore-Kilgannon 
with Public Interest Alberta. 

The group and several 
civic unions are spending 
approximately $70,000 on 
the campaign, which will in¬ 


clude advertisements on the 
LRT system and mock trans¬ 
fers given out at stations en¬ 
couraging people to question 
the decision. 

“This is not at all a done 
deal and we need to make 
sure any city councillor go¬ 
ing forward fully under¬ 
stands the implications of 
the P3,” said Moore-Kilgan¬ 
non. 

Stu Litwinowich, 

president of the Amalgam¬ 
ated Transit Union, said for 
current ETS workers this is 
an issue of both protecting 
their jobs and protecting 
public safety. 

“We have been deliv¬ 
ering this service safely and 
securely for well over 100 
years,” he said. “Privatiza¬ 
tion generally cuts corners.”

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Alta. Mennonites linked to drug cartel 


Bust. American DEA 
charges 7 people linked 
to Juarez cartel, says 
Albertans involved 


American drug-enforcement of¬ 
ficers allege a southeast Alberta 
hamlet was the destination for 
a haul of cocaine being moved 
through a pipeline involving 


close-knit members of the Men- 
nonite community and one 
of the world’s most notorious 
Mexican cartels. 

The Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration (DEA) laid charges 
against seven people in relation 
to the alleged trafficking oper¬ 
ation this week. It’s believed 
all but one of the accused were 
members of a Mexican Men- 
nonite community and had 
direct links to the Juarez drug 


cartel, widely considered to be 
one of the most brutal criminal 
organizations in the world. 

The drug bust involved 
11,000 pounds of marijuana 
that agents believe was to be 
distributed to various states 
in the U.S. and 30 kilograms 
of cocaine that Kevin Merrill, 
DEA Assistant Special Agent 
in Charge, said was bound for 
Grassy Lakes, Alta., a small 
hamlet located about an hour 


east of Lethbridge. 

“We had targets that we had 
identified through phone rec¬ 
ords that they were talking to 
up there,” he said, adding more 
charges in connection with the 
drug bust were possible. 

Merrill indicated his organ¬ 
ization worked with Canadian 
authorities but a request for 
comment from the RCMP’s 
federal communications office 
had not been returned at press 


time. 

Mennonites are members of 
a church that has been around 
for nearly 500 years, according 
to a post on a national website. 

“Today, you won’t recognize 
most Mennonites by how they 
dress,” the posting reads. “But 
you will find vibrant Mennon- 
ite congregations through rural 
areas, small towns and large cit¬ 
ies across Canada and through¬ 
out the world.” 


Southeastern Alberta in par¬ 
ticular became a common mi¬ 
gration point for Mennonites 
from Mexico and Bolivia in the 
1990s. 

Merrill said Mexican cartels 
tend to rely on family ties or 
close friends when it comes to 
their trafficking operations be¬ 
cause “it limits the number of 
people, if they get arrested, that 
will co-operate against them.”

Surcharge. Calgary looks 
to add peak-hour taxi fee 


As Calgaiy re-examines the 
idea of a peak-hour surcharge 
on cab fares, Edmonton is con¬ 
sidering abandoning the $3 fee 
it’s had in place for years in fa¬ 
vour of a percentage increase 
during the busiest taxi times. 

“We’re in the process of 
looking at our meter rates, and 
that’s one thing that we’re def¬ 
initely eager to follow up on,” 
said Gany Dziwenlca, chief 
lively officer for the City of Ed¬ 
monton. 

In 2008, Edmonton added 
the $3 fee to fares between 11 
p.m. and 4 a.m. as an incentive 
to get more drivers working 
during high-demand hours. It 
was later changed to apply only 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

But the United Cabbies As¬ 
sociation of Edmonton recently 
asked the city to eliminate the 
fee and instead simply increase 
taxi rates by 10 per cent during 
those same hours, said associa¬ 
tion president Balraj Manhas. 

“We lose a lot of customers

— the short-distance custom¬ 
ers,” Manhas said. 

At the same time, he said 
some cabbies refuse to take 
long-distance fares during 
those hours because it re¬ 
duces the benefit they get 
from the surcharge. Dziwenlca 
said “short-trip syndrome” is 
a problem with the current 
pricing structure and the city is 
reviewing the possibility of fare 
increases of anywhere from 
four to 25 per cent during peak 
hours instead of the flat $3 fee.

Stollery clinic 
helps babies with 
foot and ankle 
deformity 

A rehabilitation-led clinic 
at the Stolleiy Children’s 
Hospital is now offering 
non-surgical treatment 
and support for parents of 
babies born with clubfoot. 

A deformity of the foot 
and ankle that affects 
muscles and ligaments, 
causing the foot to 
curl, clubfoot has often 
required surgery. But as 
part of a five-year process, 
the Stolleiy is using the 
Ponseti Method to stretch, 
cast and brace the foot 
and ankle in a less inva¬ 
sive way. 

About 50 Edmonton

Casualty of provincial 
cuts revived with the 
help of volunteers, 
Edmonton String 
Players Association

Parent volunteers have saved 
the string portion of a decades- 
old public school extracurricu¬ 
lar music program that was 
silenced because of budget cuts 
in the spring. 

The Music Enrichment Pro¬ 
gram, which was founded and 
administered by the Edmonton 
Public School Board, provided 
affordable after-school stringed 
music and orchestral lessons to 
children ages eight to 18. 

In May, Metro was first to 
report that the school board 
would stop funding the pro¬ 
gram for the 2013-14 school 
year. 

After a summer of hard 
work, the string portion of the 
Music Enrichment Program is 
“back and we’re bigger than 
ever,” according to Brent Gus¬ 
tafson, treasurer with the Ed¬ 
monton String Players Associa¬ 
tion. 

The program is continuing 
to operate out of the schools 
it previously did and has even 
expanded to St. Albert. 


While the choir portion of 
the program has disbanded, 
the Edmonton String Players 
Association, with the support 
of community grants, now 
covers the cost of running the 
string program. 

And parent volunteers are 
logging extremely long hours 
(Gustafson estimates he’s been 
spending 60 hours a week on 
the cause) to ensure hundreds

of Edmonton children will con¬ 
tinue to receive music lessons 
for a small fee this fall. 


“It’s about living up to the 
responsibility of a wonderful 
program we have been en¬ 
trusted with,” Gustafson said.

Gustafson said media cover¬ 
age of the axed program, 
which was one of the first cas¬ 
ualties after cuts to education 
were announced in the March 


provincial budget, “galvan¬ 
ized” parents. 

The Edmonton Public 
School Board gifted the pro¬ 
gram with hundreds of strings 
instruments the program pre¬ 
viously used, as well as music 
books and stands. 

“We’re really happy the pro¬ 
gram is continuing,” said Jane 
Sterling, spokesperson for Ed¬ 
monton Public Schools. 


No money until 2015 


Improvements to 
bus routes a long 
way off: City 

Packed Edmonton bus 
routes and under-served 
neighbourhoods are unlike¬ 
ly to see any major changes 
until at least 2015. 

In a report to the trans¬ 
portation committee Wed¬ 
nesday, Edmonton Transit 
identified a need for 36 
new buses to bring transit 
service to neighbourhoods 
currently without services, 
as well as to address chronic 
overcrowding on major 
routes. 

Purchasing those buses 
would cost $15.8 million 
and operating them would 
cost an additional $5.2 mil¬ 
lion, according to the city’s 
estimates. The city’s capital 
budget is already written 
for 2014, so the earliest 
money could be available 
is 2015. 

Lincoln Ho has buses 
pass him regularly during 
the afternoon rush and he 
said in the morning he just 
drives. “I don’t even take 
the bus in the morning, 
because it’s unreliable,” he 
said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
asked administration to 
look at ways to improve 
service in 2014 and said it 
would be a top priority after 
the election. 

“If I am back here I am 
going to fight tooth and nail 
to get service into the com¬ 
munities,” he said.

‘My mind plays with me. 9 

Woman who drowned son 
said she had dark thoughts 


Nerlin Sarmiento told her 
family she had dark thoughts 
about killing her two children. 

The 32-year-old had been in 
and out of hospital and was on 
medication for depression and 
possible bipolar disorder. So, in 
late 2012, her mother started 
spending nights at the family’s 
Edmonton apartment to help 
look after the kids. Sarmiento’s 
husband thought they would 
be safe. 

But on Feb. 12, after her hus¬ 
band and mother left for work, 
Sarmiento sent her 10-year- 
old daughter off to school and 
started filling the bathtub with 
water. 

Seven-year-old Omar Jajoy 
had been sitting at the kitchen 
table eating breakfast and fin¬ 
ishing his homework. 

Court documents show his 
mother shoved him into the 
bathroom, pushed him into 
the tub, got into the water her¬ 
self and held his small head 
down while he thrashed in the 
water. 


After he stopped moving, 
she called 911. 

A court hearing began 
Thursday to determine if Sar¬ 
miento should be held not 
criminally responsible for the 
crime. 

The woman admits in 
court documents that she 
killed her son but she has 
pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of first-degree murder. Her 
defence lawyer, Peter Royal, 
plans to call medical evidence 
showing she was suffering 
from a mental illness at 
the time. 

In a videotaped interview 
with police after the drowning, 
Sarmiento said she knew that 
killing her son was wrong and 
she must pay for what she had 
done. She said she had wanted 
to drown both her children 
that day. But her daughter was 
too big. 

“I have been sick, my mind 
plays with me,” she told police. 
“Sometimes I imagine things.”

An organizer of a rally promo¬ 
ting consensual sex at Saint 
Mary’s University in Halifax 
says the attitudes on campus 
surrounding rape and equality 
need to change. 

The rally came after the 
scandal caused by a ffosh event 
in which hundreds of students 
took part in a chant that glori¬ 
fied the rape of underage girls. 

Roughly 150 people at¬ 
tended Thursday’s rally. 

Lewis Rendell, 20, said she 
hoped the incident would 
spark a wider discussion about 
rape culture. 


Before reading an impas¬ 
sioned poem about a rape vic¬ 
tim, Halifax poet laureate El 
Jones declared that “the prob¬ 
lem doesn’t belong to SMU.” 

“SMU didn’t create rape 
culture,” Jones told the crowd. 
“SMU got caught, but every- 
body else has been doing it.” 

The chant prompted the 
resignation of the president of 
the SMU Students’ Association. 

According to the university, 
two student organizers are 
facing disciplinary action and 
roughly 80 student leaders will 
undergo sensitivity training. 

Rendell, a board member 
of the SMU Women’s Centre, 
added that the rally was also 
protesting the administration’s 
response to the scandal. 

A spokesman for SMU said 
in an email that the school is 
working with the centre to 
strengthen their relationship. 
Steve Proctor said a member of 
the centre has agreed to sit on 
the President’s Council.

Paging Quebec’s doctors and 
nurses: If you’re worried 
about the proposed restric¬ 
tions on religious clothing in 
your home province, an On¬ 
tario hospital group is looking 
to hire. 

Lalceridge Health, which 
runs four hospitals east of 
Toronto, is turning the con¬ 
troversy over Quebec’s “val¬ 
ues charter” into a recruiting 
drive for health-care profes¬ 
sionals. 

It released a cheeky ad 
Thursday on social media, 
asking Quebec doctors and 
nurses to consider a move to 
Ontario. 

It depicts a woman wear¬ 
ing a hijab and a stethoscope 
with the slogan “We don’t 
care what’s on your head. We 
care what’s in it.” 

The ad is slated to appear 
Monday in McGill University 
student newspaper in Mont¬ 
real. But it’s already attracted 
plenty of attention. 

The proposed Quebec legis¬ 
lation would prohibit hospital 
workers and other public- 
sector workers from wearing 
religious clothing like hijabs, 
kippas and turbans in the 
workplace. 

While polls indicate that 
most respondents in Quebec 
support the legislation, it’s 
sparked a contentious debate 
elsewhere in Canada. 

The recruiting drive 
isn’t about picking a fight 
with Quebec, said Lalceridge 
president and CEO Kevin

Empey. 

“This isn’t to send a salvo 
at Quebec,” he said. “This is 
because we have to recruit 
people.” 

Lakeridge, which operates 
in one of Ontario’s fastest- 
growing regions, is looking 
to fill about 230 jobs, Empey 
said. Even though they’ve 
been hiring 20 to 60 people a 
month for more than a year, 
Lakeridge has to look outside 
Ontario for new graduates and 
experienced professionals. 

Hospital officials debated 
the ad for more than a week, 
concerned that it would back¬ 
fire in Montreal, he said. But 
so far the response has been 
“amazing.” 

“Even as it went out we 
were going, ‘OK, are we going 
to get crucified, or are we go¬ 
ing to get some people inter¬ 
ested?”’ he said. 

“I’ve had direct emails 
from Calgaiy to Ottawa that 
have emailed me directly.” 

Health Minister Deb Mat¬ 
thews called the ad “provoca¬ 
tive,” but said it reflects On¬ 
tario as a place that celebrates 
diversity. 

“What Lakeridge said in 
that ad speaks for all of us,” 
she said. “We do care about 
people’s skills and people’s 
abilities. Whatever clothing 
... we’re cool with that here 
in Ontario and I think it’s our 
strength.”

Nude bike 
pitch alters 
city bylaw 

A case of two women wanting 
a parade permit to ride naked 
through Winnipeg last year 
has led to a change in a city 
bylaw. 

On Thursday, Winnipeg 
Police Service officials spoke 
in favour of amending a traf¬ 
fic bylaw to include bicyclists 
as well as pedestrians in the 
definition of a parade.

A group of former Hutterite 
colony members from Mani¬ 
toba and North Dakota are 
peeling back the veil on the 
societies traditionally closed 
off to the modern world. 

Seven years after each in¬ 
dividually decided to escape 
— a move that has caused 
their communities and 
much of their families to 
shun them — the group of 
nine has published a tell-all 
account of their sheltered 
lives. 

“This is actually exposing 
the Hutterites,” explained 
Glenda Maendel, adding 
their book was written as 



much for those still living in 
colonies as it was for those 
on the outside. 

“The mindset you had 
there was that everything is 
evil out here and you’d go to 
hell if you leave the colony. 

“It’s for people to see 
that there is hope and free¬ 
dom out there.” 

Hutterites: Our Story to 
Freedom was released in Au¬ 
gust, and each of the former 
members takes a chapter to 
tell their personal story. The 
accounts describe a corrupt 
system of sexism, favourit¬ 
ism and unfair wages, in 
which members work for $3 
to $5 a month while the col¬ 
ony coffers grow. 

“We love the Hutterite 
people, but it’s the system 


that ruins the people,” said 
Maendel. 

The book also looks at 
the struggles each of the 
nine went through after 
leaving their communities 
for a new world with noth¬ 
ing but the clothes on their 
backs. 

“It took years to adjust,” 
said another of the authors, 
Titus Waldner. 

“Inside the colony you’re 
not invited to express your¬ 
self as an individual.... To 
come out of that and now 
just start being open and 
sharing and know who you 
are as a person — it doesn’t 
happen overnight.”

Heavy rains and scarring 
from recent wildfires sent 
walls of water crashing down 
mountainsides early Thurs¬ 
day in Colorado, cutting off 
mountain towns, forcing the 
University of Colorado to can¬ 
cel classes and leaving at least 
three people dead. 

Boulder County was hit 
hardest, with about 150 milli¬ 
metres of rain falling over 
12 hours. But flooding was 
reported all along the Front 
Range, from Colorado Springs 
to north of Fort Collins. 

Boulder Office of Emer¬ 
gency Management spokes¬ 
woman Gabrielle Boerlcircher 
said many roads were blocked 
and volunteers were try¬ 
ing to help stranded people 
until emergency crews could 
arrive. 

Boerlcircher said one per¬ 
son was killed when a struc¬ 
ture collapsed in the tiny 
town of Jamestown. Boulder 
County Sheriff Joe Pelle said

Bloomberg. N.Y.C. mayor touts post-9/11 revival 


A day after the anniversary of 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terror at¬ 
tacks, New York City Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg touted 
the progress the World Trade 
Center site — and all of Lower 
Manhattan — has made in 12 
years, but warned of future 


terror threats. 

Bloomberg said when he 
took office in Januaiy 2002 
the ruins of the World Trade 
Center were still smoulder¬ 
ing and that there was real 
woriy that the city would not 
be able to recover from the 


crippling economic and emo¬ 
tional blows delivered by the 
disaster. 

He said in a speech to the 
Downtown Alliance, which 
manages the area’s Business 
Improvement District, that 
the population of downtown 


has tripled since 2001 and the 
area is now home to hotels, 
schools and parks. 

The speech was meant to 
burnish Bloomberg’s legacy 
as the mayor’s term in office 
expires at year’s end.

Assad regime. Syria 
agrees to Russian plan 
on chemical weapons 


Syrian President Bashar Assad 
publicly agreed Thursday to a 
Russian plan to secure and de¬ 
stroy his chemical weapons, 
but said the proposal would 
work only if the U.S. halts 
threats. 

Assad also said his govern¬ 
ment will start submitting 
data on its chemical weapons 
stockpile a month after sign¬ 
ing the convention banning 
such weapons while the UN 
said Thursday that it received 
a letter from Syria stating its 
intention to join. 

The treaty states that a 
nation becomes a party 30 
days after such a letter is 
submitted. Syria had long re¬ 
jected joining the Chemical 
Weapons Convention. 

U.S. officials want a speed¬ 
ier accounting. 

“We agreed ... in response 
to Russia’s request and not 
because of American threats,” 
Assad told Russian TV. 

“In my view, the agree¬ 
ment will begin to take effect 
a month after its signing, and 
Syria, will begin turning over 
to international organiza¬ 
tions data about its chemical 
weapons,” Assad said. 

He added this is “standard 


procedure” and that Syria 
will stick to it. 

“There is nothing stan¬ 
dard about this process,” U.S. 
Secretaiy of State John Kerry 
retorted in Geneva, because 
Assad has used his chemical 
weapons. “The words of the 
Syrian regime in our judg¬ 
ment are simply not enough.” 

The Chemical Weapons 
Convention requires all par¬ 
ties to the treaty to declare 
and destroy whatever chem¬ 
ical weapons they may pos¬ 
sess. 

Assad said the Russian 
deal was a two-sided process. 
“We are counting, first of all, 
on the United States stop con¬ 
ducting the policy of threats 
regarding Syria,” he said. 

Keriy cautioned that a U.S. 
militaiy strike could occur 
if Assad doesn’t agree to dis¬ 
mantle his chemical arsenal 
properly. 

“There ought to be con¬ 
sequences if it doesn’t take 
place,” he said. 

Russian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Sergey Lavrov, however, 
said the dismantling “will 
make unnecessaiy any strike 
against the Syrian Arab Re¬ 
public.”

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Prince William 
finishes service 
in the military 


Off duty. Heir to the 
throne will have more 
time to spend with his 
family and participate 
in royal engagements 


There will be no more peril¬ 
ous military helicopter mis¬ 
sions for Prince William in 
the rugged mountainous ter¬ 
rain of northern Wales. 

With the military’s an¬ 
nouncement Thursday that 
he has completed the oper¬ 
ational phase of his career, 
William looks free to spend 
more time with his wife, 
Kate, and their two-month- 
old son, Prince George, while 
he takes on more royal en¬ 



gagements and charity roles. 

The move marks the end 
of an exciting phase in the 
prince’s life — he became 


adept at piloting a Sea King 
helicopter in foul weather, 
helping mountaineers in dis¬ 
tress and rescuing mariners in 
the frigid waters of the Irish 
Sea. His active militaiy career, 
a traditional rite of passage for 
senior royals, lasted more than 
seven years, first in the Army 
and then in the Royal Air Force. 
Air Chief Marshal Andrew Pul- 
ford said William had been an 
important part of the Royal Air 
Force’s search and rescue force 
for the past three years. 

William, 31, started as an 
officer cadet at Sandhurst 
military academy in 2006. He 
began search and rescue heli¬ 
copter training three years 
later and has the RAF rank of 
Flight Lieutenant, similar to a 
captain in the U.S. Air Force.

Cameras could be 
coming to U.K. 
courtrooms 

U.S.-style televised justice is 
gaining traction in Britain. 

Britain’s Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice says a proposal to allow 
cameras to broadcast cases 
from England’s Court of 
Appeal has been approved 
by lawmakers in Britain’s 
lower house. British Courts 
Minister Helen Grant said 
in a statement Thursday 
that “justice must be seen 
to be done, that is why we 
are introducing limited 
television broadcasting in 
courts from next month.” 
Long banned in most parts 
of the U.K. by the countiy’s 
tradition-heavy justice 
system, televised trials have 
made small but significant 
inroads. Proceedings in Brit¬ 
ain’s Supreme Court have 
been carried live online 
since 2011. Last year, film¬ 
makers won rare access 
to Scotland’s High Court, 
broadcasting footage from 
inside the court as part of 
a documentaiy called The 
Murder Trial.

Sometimes there’s nowhere 
to run. 

What does a child do 
when faced with a bully and 
they have nobody to turn to? 
A new initiative in London, 
Ont., has the answer: It’s all 
about etiquette. 

“We want to teach chil¬ 
dren how to put their best 
foot forward despite what¬ 
ever circumstances they are 
facing,” said Wendy Mencel, 
director of the city’s newly 
established Canadian School 
of Protocol and Etiquette. 

“For instance, helping 
children with their social 
skills helps against bullies,” 
she said. “The initiative in 
the school system is: Walk 
away and tell an adult — but 
sometimes there’s no place 
to walk away to and there’s 
no adult. 

“What do you do in that 
situation?” 

The answer, she says, is to 
stand up to aggressors — po¬ 
litely. 

“Bullied people will in¬ 


stinctively look down. We 
teach them to look people in 
the eye and say ‘No,’” Mencel 
said. “We teach social skills 
that will help in any situa¬ 
tion, that let people under¬ 
stand you mean business.” 

It’s all about giving the 
confidence to cope in any 
situation, whether it’s a 
schoolyard clash or an even¬ 
ing of fine dining. 

Mencel, who’s a certified 
etiquette consultant and an 
Anglican minister, explained: 
“This isn’t about learning 
how to curtsy or how to sip 
tea with your pinkie out — 
which you should never do, 
by the way, because it’s bad 
etiquette. 

“It’s about equipping chil¬ 
dren with social skills that 
in a veiy competitive global 
market will help them to suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Mencel’s driven to help 
young people, and she’s dir¬ 
ect about why. 

“I want to teach children 
that they don’t have to be a 
victim of bullying,” she said. 
“They have the skills and the 
tools within themselves to 
deal with it.”

On the move. Growing 
number of employees 
are standing, walking, 
cycling through the 
day at active stations 


Glued to your desk at work? 
Cross that off the list of excuses 
for not having the time to exer¬ 
cise. 

A growing number of Amer¬ 
icans are standing, walking and 
even cycling their way through 
the workday at treadmill desks, 
standup desks or other moving 
workstations. Others are forgo¬ 
ing chairs in favour of giant ex¬ 
ercise balls to stay fit. 

Walking on a treadmill 
while making phone calls and 


sorting through emails means 
“being productive on two 
fronts,” said Andrew Lockerbie, 
senior vice-president of benefits 
at Brown & Brown, a global in¬ 
surance consulting firm. 

Lockerbie can bum 350 cal¬ 
ories a day walking about five 
to six kilometres on one of two 
treadmill desks that his com¬ 
pany’s Indianapolis, Ind., office 
purchased earlier this year. 

“I’m in meetings and at my 
desk and on the phone all day,” 
he said. “It’s great to be able 
to have an option at my work 
to get some physical activity 
while I’m actually doing office 
stuff You feel better, you get 
your blood moving, you think 
clearly”

Insidious: Chapter 2. 

A confusing story and 
clunky dialogue get 
in the way of the 
thrills and chills 
in James Wan’s film 


Richard: Mark, jumping 
around in time and between 
the realm of the living and 
the great beyond, this stoiy 
will be confusing to anyone 
who hasn’t seen the original. 
But say what you will about 
the stoiytelling, no one else 
makes mainstream horror 
films like James Wan. Maybe 
it’s best to think of Insidi¬ 
ous: Chapter 2 as like taking 
a walk through a haunted 


house. The exhilaration 
comes from the scares, not 
the walk. Did it make your 
spine tingle? 

Mark: No, Richard, I was 
too busy trying to decipher 
what was going on. My spine 
doesn’t tingle when it’s ex¬ 
hausted. I do think Wan was 
ambitious in juggling all 
those space and time plots, 
and his atmospherics were 
first rate. But I actually might 
criticize the acting here — 
there were a lot of clunky line 
readings. Lin Shaye, however, 
as the ghostly clairvoyant, 
steals the picture whenever 
she’s onscreen. And Barbara 
Hershey? Hottest grandma 
ever! 

RC: Ha! There may be the 


odd clunky line reading, but 
with her delicate features 
and downturned mouth, 
Rose Byrne does shock face 
like no one else. I also liked 
Patrick Wilson. He looks like 
the clean-cut guy next door, 
but when he’s inhabited by 
evil spirits, boy, does he get 
orneiy! I also liked that it was 
a horror film that doesn’t rely 
on gore to get a rise out of the 
audience. The plasma budget 
must have been practically 
zero, but what it lacks in gore 
it makes up for in smoke, 
shadows and eerie red doors. 

MB: Yes, no gore; Wan has 
certainly moved on from Saw. 
But what you call shock face 
I might call overacting, and 
seeing Patrick Wilson cast 
against type is a bit of a mixed 


blessing. But in the end, it’s 
still a story about possession 
and hauntings, and we might 
just be at the saturation point 
of the genre. The creaky old 
house doesn’t help. Someday 
someone’s going to set a film 
like this in an airy modernist 
penthouse, illustrating the 
horrors of light and white 
leather sofas. 

RC: And they’ll call it A Haunt¬ 
ing at Ilcea: The Mournful Tale 
of Billy the Wobbly Bookcase! I 
think I’ll stick to the old school 
creaky house with a dark base¬ 
ment for ghouls to hide in. 

MB: Dark basements are 
scaiy, but so are balconies on 
the 40th floor. I’m not sure 
where I’d find the ghouls 
more dangerous!

“You show up on set and you 
look over here and there’s Kurt 
Russell and there’s Terence 
Stamp,” says Jay Baruchel of 
shooting his new film The Art 
of the Steal. “And you think, ‘I 
have a pretty cool gig.’” 

The heist film sees Kurt 
Russell and Matt Dillon as 
Crunch and Nicky Calhoun, 
brothers and art thieves who 
haven’t worked together since 
Nicky snitched on Crunch 
and sent him to prison. Years 
later they team up to steal one 
of the world’s rarest books, 
but will the job lead to more 
double-crossing? 

Baruchel co-stars in this 
twisty-turny movie as Crunch’s 


sidekick and protege, which 
meant he got to spend a great 
deal of time with Russell. 

“It’s one of these things 
where if we didn’t get along 
at all we would find a way to 
fake it but what really helped 
is that we were two Chatty 
Cathys. I would ask him every 


conceivable thing. Eveiy John 
Carpenter story. Stuff about 
Tango and Cash. Stuff about 
Tombstone, one of my veiy fa¬ 
vourite movies of all time. 

“He was cool to talk about 
all of it so whenever cut was 
called Kurt and I would go out¬ 
side and have a cigarette and 


talk. We talked about eveiy- 
thing. We talked about pol¬ 
itics. We talked movies, sports. 
He’s a Canadianophile as well, 
so the man has some real Can¬ 
adian bona fides. So when 
it comes time to say action, 
there’s an energy, a connec¬ 
tion, a shorthand because we 


enjoy one another’s company. 

“It can be faked, but it’s 
way less fun and way more 
work.” 

Working with one of his 
heroes wasn’t the only reason 
Baruchel signed on. 

“Like any job I take, I look 
at the opportunity,” he says. 
“I look at who I’m going to 
work with, what it’s about 
and where it’s going to be and 
would I pay money to see it. 
This checked every box on my 
criteria.” 

Chief among those yard¬ 
sticks is a strong Canadian 
element. The actor is a vocal 
supporter of the homegrown 
industiy who says, “We need 
to make more movies here 
that take place here and we 
will not hide our Canadian- 
ness.” 

The Art of the Steal fits 
the bill. It was shot in Niag¬ 
ara Falls, a place he calls “a 
veiy specific part of the world, 
equal parts gorgeous and 
seedy and strange and disarm¬ 
ing.

In the new comedy We’re the 
Millers, the Friends star, now 
44, plays an aging stripper who 
pretends to be a mom, to help a 
schlub (Jason Sudakis) smuggle 
weed out of Mexico. The film 
has proven a monster hit, mak¬ 
ing the actress big again at the 
multiplex. Metro’s papers in 
Mexico recently sat down with 
Jennifer Aniston to talk about 
the film. 

You’re in the tabloids a lot. 
What do you dislike most 
about fame? 

That people see artists as gods, 
when we are simple humans. It 
seems that our life, it’s part of 
the development of the world 
— that if I get married, if I am 
mad with somebody, if I am 
pregnant... that shouldn’t be 


that important. I think people 
should pay more attention to 
other stuff, because nothing 
is what it seems; we are not 
as magnificent as you might 
think. 

Your character in the film, 
Rose, doesn’t leave much to 
the imagination. 

The character is a stripper and 
I have to do a sensual dance. I 
have been in several clubs and 
had an amazing choreographer 
who taught me this beautiful 
dance I perfected for weeks 
and weeks. It wasn’t easy to do 
it; I was quite intimidated, but 
in the end I think it wasn’t so 
bad, is it? 

You looked like a pro. 

I went to a gym for weeks and 
weeks — the coach put me on 
a strict diet and that gives you 
certain confidence. The hardest 
part was to go up the stairs in a 
sexy way. 

Do you approach a character 
like this as if she’s real? Give 
her a backstory? 

I think she is a sad striptease 
dancer who has built a tough 
appearance because she 


had many disappointments 
through her life, mainly by 
choosing the wrong men. I 
think the anger turns to sad¬ 
ness and that we learn it with 
life. So that’s how I got into 
the character. Playing with the 
cliche about being mother and 
wife was more easier than I 
expected and it had more to do 
with the experiences during 
my career.

says that, combined with coun¬ 
selling, is what works best for 
him. 

The 32-year-old is now a 
paid spokesman for Reckitt 
Benckiser Pharmaceuticals, 
Inc., the company that makes 
the medication he’s taking. 
He’s also helped launch a pro¬ 
gram called Reset Reality, to 
spread knowledge and under¬ 
standing of opioid prescription 
painkiller addictions. 

The road to figuring out 
he had a problem wasn’t so 
easy. Looking back, there were 
people, like his family, who 
recognized before he did that 
something wasn’t right. 

For one, he stopped work¬ 
ing out as much, which was out 
of character. Also, he recalls: 
“People would say, ‘Mike’s 
not die same Mike we’ve seen 
before.’” He would respond, 
“I don’t know what they’re 
talking about” or chalk it up 
to someone not liking him or 
the show, but now says, “I was 
suffering a disease.” 


After completing rehab, 
Sorrentino still had one more 
season to film of Jersey Shore.

The show aired its final epi¬ 
sode last December. Since then 
Sorrentino has “gotten back to 
who Michael is.” 

The focus is on fitness, 
family, cooking and he says he 
also has a girlfriend. 

He tries to look at life in 24 
hour increments and his goal is 
to be “the best person I can be 
for those 24 hours.” 

Sorrentino also has plans to 
return to showbiz and hopes 
to have career announcements 
soon, but says staying healthy 
is his main focus and he’s 
proud of that. 

“The roller coaster of fame 
and fortune is definitely a ride 
in itself, but to get to recovery 
is something special.... There is 
hope out there and you can get

Keith Urban didn’t need to 
change a thing. With an envi¬ 
able consistency, the Amer¬ 
ican Idol judge remains a 
platinum-selling, arena-fill¬ 
ing guitar slinger after spin¬ 
ning hits for 15 years — not to 
mention the movie-star wife 
and the Dorian Gray good 
looks. Yet when it came time 
to record his latest album, 
Urban decided to alter the 
formula even as he reached 
new peaks in popularity. 

The deluxe version of 
Urban’s new album, Fuse, 
is stuffed with 16 songs re¬ 
corded with eight producers 
from widely different back¬ 
grounds. There are entries 
from Urban’s longtime col¬ 
laborator, countiy hit ma¬ 
chine Dann Huff, but also 
tracks from a menagerie that 
includes rock and rap main¬ 
stay Mike Elizondo, Nashville 
maverick Jay Joyce, Norwe¬ 
gian hitmalcers Stargate, Tay¬ 
lor Swift collaborator Nathan 
Chapman and rocker Butch 
Walker. 

“I felt like an air traffic 
controller trying to land 16 
planes,” Urban said. Getting 
eveiything down on the tar¬ 
mac took the 45-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian a year longer than ex¬ 
pected. It’s been three years 
since Urban released his last 
album, and he’s long since 
missed the perfect marketing 
window his first year on Idol 
provided. He initially intend¬ 
ed to meet with a large group, 
then settled on a single pro¬ 
ducer. 

Things got out of hand as 
Urban began to see the pos¬ 
sibilities. 

“As I started working with 
different people, they’d bring 
out different things in me,” 
Urban said. 

“I’d play different for 
Butch Walker than I would 
for Dann Huff. I’d sing a little 
different for Stargate than 
I would for Jay Joyce. So I 
thought, ‘Let’s keep going on 
this a bit longer.’” 

Urban’s seventh album 
still sounds very much like a 
Keith Urban album. He said 


his goal wasn’t to have Walk¬ 
er write a rock song, but to 
meld sounds and ideas to up¬ 
date and diversify his music. 

“I realize now, particularly 
after this journey, apparently 
I love holcey songs,” Urban 
said. “I love choruses. I love 
guitar riffs. I love particular 
grooves and rhythms and I 
like them being prominent. 
I love acoustic instrumenta¬ 
tion fused with electronic- 
type instruments. If I was to 
label it, I’d probably say it 
feels like a progressive cross¬ 
over country album, 2014.” 

Joyce said Urban dropped 
by his Nashville studio for 
a visit. He was drawn to 
Urban’s energy, and like the 
singer, he loves to mix things 
up in the studio. 

“ft was different because 
he’s really heavily involved,” 
said Joyce, who works with 
artists as diverse as Eric 
Church, Cage the Elephant 
and Amos Lee. 

“And I kind of admire 
anybody that’s willing to

push themselves musically 
and not try to think of it as 
this record is just a means to 
keep the train going, making 
the music be first. I think it’s 
brave.” 

Urban agrees he could 
have taken the safe route, 
but didn’t see his approach as 
much of a gamble. Fuse hits 
during one of the most cre¬ 
ative points in Urban’s life. 
He’s finishing up a tour, pre¬ 
paring for a second season on 
Idol and is raising two young 
girls with his wife, Nicole 
Kidman. The album is simply 
Urban embracing the pos¬ 
sibilities life has presented 
him.

how he does give a f—. It’s 
two sides of the same coin. I 
would love to eventually get 
to a place where I could be so 
relaxed and be like, As long 
as we think it’s good, noth¬ 
ing in the world matters.’

song about the Middle East 
that was like, a huge hit.” 

Batmanglij 

“The Walkmen should be 
bigger, they are a great band. 
But I think there’s a lot of 
people that feel the way we 
do.” 

Koenig 

“I went on a drive last week 
and I was listening to the 
ASAP Ferg album. I thought 
there were some really great 
songs on it. I liked his vibe 
and I think it’s a well-crafted 
album. And then I saw it 
debuted in the top 10, and 
it’s his first album and I was 
like, ‘Well, that seems about 
right.’ That’s cool that people 
are excited about that.”
